It often bafficd 
their best efforts at treatment, and 
too. often’ terminated: {nm ‘dramatic 
and fateful fashion, At the preseat 
dourne, the public was ‘on the tlp-toe 
of exptctation. The moment an an: 
nouncement was made of a remedy 


which ‘promised to lead to a com 
plete cure the public regarded the 
problem as already solved, The fact 
was that there were many types of 
diabetes; and it seemed probable that 
the use’of insulin,“controlied’ by care 
fut observation, would not only athil 
further establish the fact, Dut help to 
mark off more clearly, than before the 
certain very different degrees of dia: 
betes met with in practice. 

Dr. Banting, who was cheered 
heartily, then addressed the meeting. 
He said that it would be several years 
before the effectiveness of insulin was 
known, After warning patients 
against giving themselves insulin, he 
added thet the discovery of insulin 
threw no light on the cause of dia

The origin of many fower-names 
is somewhat mysterious.

But 
the tulip (which most people assume 
to be Dutch because, the flower has 
a distinctly Dutch style about it) de- 
rived its name from Turkey, where 


it aignifed “a turban.” Crocus: is 
the Greek “Krokos,” . saffron, to 
which family it belongs.» Saffron is 


made from the dried stigmata of the 
Purple crocus, which we know so 
woll, But the Jonquil gets its name 
from the Latin word for a-"'rush,” 
which has similar leaves and flowers. 
A primrose is neither prim nor & 
ose. According to Mr. Roger Wray, 
the original word was ‘primerole,” 
meaning the frst, and has no con- 
nection of primness whatever, It 
“rose because the 
word had a recognizable meaning in 
English; but it 1s a misnomer all the 
game. The hyacinths and narcissus 
bear names of human beings, and 
spring from classic legends. ‘‘Hya- 
clothus” was beloved by Zephrus, but 
returned the affection so coldly that 
the latter, ,In anger, threw the quolt 
(Gung by Apollo) eo that it hit Hya- 
cinthus, on the head, causing bis 
death. In his grief Apodlo changed 
the youth's blood “into the Sower. 
Narclasus, according fo one legend, 
fell In love with his own fajr 1 C) 
as‘he saw it reflected in ‘water, “enc: 
taking it for the nymph‘of the foun- 
tain. He pined away and died of 
unrequited love. The flower bloomed 
from thé place where he languished, 
The daffodil, formerly the daffy- 
downdilly, is a dificult name to trace, 
It {fe undoubtedly the old Greek 
“asphodel,”’ as the Fronch and old 
English names for it are almost iden- 
tical. 1t ts a favorite with all the 
poets... “Surely,” says Mr. Wray,
